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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1 .312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 32-48 and 50-58 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

► Recorded Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the process 
steps of method for forming a microstructure as recited in the base claim 32 comprising: 
depositing microstructure material on the substrate to embed the nanotube in the 
microstructure material wherein the microstructure material comprises a different 
material form the nanotube; detaching the substrate to release the microstructure, 
wherein detaching comprises depositing a sacrificial layer comprising an anode sub- 
layer and a cathode sub-layer on a surface of the substrate prior to deposition of the 
microstructure material. 
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► Recorded Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest the combination of the process 
steps of method for forming a microstructure as recited in the base claims 57 and 58 
comprising: depositing microstructure material on the substrate to embed the nanotube 
in the microstructure material; detaching the substrate to release the microstructure, 
wherein detaching comprises depositing a sacrificial layer formed of a different material 
from the microstructure material on a surface of the substrate prior to deposition of the 
microstructure material.
